Stay Granted 
on Court's 
Red Ruling 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) -Justice 


Frankfurter of the Supreme Court 
granted today a stay of effective- 
ness of the court's decision that 
he Communist party must rcgis- 
-cr as a tool of Moscow. 


The stay was granted after the 


?arty filed a petition asking the 
high court to reconsider Us deci- 
ion, announced June 3, 
The court is now in summer 


adjournment. Its order to lower 
courts to make the ruling cffec- 
ive, was scheduled for issuance 
today. Frankfurter's stay defers 
it until the justices act on the pe- 
tition for reconsideration. Thus 
the June 5 decision likely will re- 
main ineffective until at least Oct. 
9. 


Communist party officials de- 


clared after the June 5 decision 
that they did not plan to register 
with the Justice Department. Atty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy said pro- 
ceedings against the party would 
be started Aug. 9. Frankfurter's 
stay also has the effect of defer- 
ring this Justice Department ac- 
tion. 


His deferment was opposed by 


the Justice Department. 


Frankfurter was the author of 


the June 5 decision, It upheld the 
constitutionality of he 1950 Sub- 
versive Acivities Control Act.
